Smallwood’s Snap Election In Newfoundland 
Catches Opposition Unprepared For Hustings

MAY I, living in central Canada at the 
“"~ nation’s capital, interest you, living 
on Canada’s western island, in what is 
happening in Canada's eastern island, 
the new province of Newfoundland? 

I can't think of a greater contrast 
than there is between 
your lush gardens and 
plentiful growth and 
the rocky soil of New 
foundland where only 
very few places grow 
enough to support a 
dairy herd, Oh, yes, I 
can though: The con- 
trast between the Arc- 
tic and the tropics 
would be much greater .
